About June 1 the town board 
is hoping that the new office and 
recreation building will be open 
to the public. The building will 
house the general offices of the 
township, such as the general 
assistance office, the assessor, 
town clerk and road commis- 
sioner. In addition it will offer a 
community room that .the 
general public can jise for 
outings and functions.

OPEN LETTER 

I recently made some com* 
ments at a school board 
meeting that I would like to 
explain. 

The board of district No. 34 
has been concerned for the last 
three to five years about our 
physical plants (school build- 
ings). The concern is that all of 
the K-5 schools are in need of 
repair and that we have six 
portable units that are not 
really ideal for education. • 

The Antioch building is being 
remodeled and up-dated be- 
cause the state has granted 
funds for this purpose with the 
district furnishing part of the 
funds. We are not able to do this 
at Oakland because it would not 
fall under the life safety code, 
but under new construction to 
build additional classrooms. -, 
: The last has been a real big 
concern because of the overall 
condition of the school, this 
being the Channel Lake School. 
The state will not grant any 
funds for remodeling or up-dat- 
ing of this school . Any moneys 
spent would have to come bom 
our own school district . We have 
also been aware that the school 
could possibly be condemned 
for use as a school building. 

In my statement I said that 
the people in Channel Lake 
would be upset and be coming in 
to the board, and I believe 
rightly so. If I lived there, I too 
would be upset about losing a 
neighborhood school. 

My remarks at • other board 
meetings are that I am opposed 
to busing in any fornix We 
should build schools in populat- 
ed areas so that the majority of 
the children can walk to and 
from school. 

For years' we have bused 
children from Oakwood Knolls 
to Oakland School and children 
from Seven Hills area to 
Oakland. These people too, are 
upset about the arrangements, 
however we as a board (speak- 
ing for myself ) can only do~what 
we think is best; with what we 
have to work with. /We have 
tried for a building referendum 
to try to eliminate this problem, 



ibut it was beat soundly arid the 
residents of Channel Lake were 
strongly opposed to the referen- 
dum. 

: I am also opposed to more 
consolidation. This to me is not 
the answer. The more power we 
give the county and - or state, 
'the less we have to say at the 
local level, it is our obligation to 
give our children the best 
possible education. Someone 
else paid for yours and mine, 
now we must pay for the next 
generation. It is more costly 
now, but it will be even more 
costly in the future. Last year a 
i new school building would have 
cost less mat it will this year or 
j next. ^ 

I I PERSONALLY feel that we 
: must find a way to eliminate the 
] portable classrooms at Oakland 
and to dispose of the Channel 
Lake school building. I do not 
want to have another disaster 
like "Our Lady of Angels" 
school in Chicago, on my 
^conscience. It's not that I have 
anything against the Channel, 
Lake School, people or com- 
munity, but only on the basis of 
fact that the school building is 
too old to really be up-dated to 
meet the needs of the children in 
that area. 

I am sure the board would 
listen to any reasonable solution 
to this problem. As I stated 
before, we have discussed this 
many times and have not come 
jip- ;witK^ ah a1ns^ver ; that ftfcf 
satisfactory to all concerned. ■'■ 
Ifwespend the $160,000 on th^: 
present school this next year, 




and build a new school, K-5, on 
the site as well as remodeling 
and enlarging Oakland to meet 
riot only the state requirements, 
but tor the.educational benefit 
of our children. 

What I would like to see would 
be the cooperation of all those 
concerned to focus their atten- 
tion on the problems of the 
school district and forget about 
their own selfish well being and 
egotistical self importance. 
This includes -the board itself, 
■ the superintendent, the business 
manager,, the administrative 
staff, ; the teachers, the clerical 
help, the cooks, the bus drivers 
and organizations such as PTO, 
band parents and the parents of 
the students. If everyone would 
work together, we could pass a 
referendum, build a new school 
and then do the job we should be 
doing of educating our children. 



WE HAVE failed miserably 
on this Item during the last 
year. Most of the board's time 
was spent on negotiations with 
the teachers and disagreements 
with the superintendent. That is 
now water over the dam . The 
superintendent has a year 
extension on his contract, the 
teachers have a two year 
contract, therefore we now need 
to get back to work for the 
children of the district . This can 
only be done if everyone is 
willing to jump into the boat and

In the early days of Scot- 
land, the rugged land caused 
the separation of the ; Scots 
into small groups called clans.
